DUBLIN, Sept. 27-There is no abatement of 
interest in the tial of the conspiracy cases 
against the Nationjlist leaders now in prog- 
ress at Tipperary. The proceedings yester- 
day created a vey general impression that 
the Government was deliberately trying to 
prolong the trial aj far as possible, The ad- 
journment took place yesterday afterpoon 
befere Mr. Ronm, the Crown prosecutor, 
had finished his opening speech. 
At the opening thé morning the speech was 
concluded. It wa@ the desire of the Crown 
prosecutor that the cases should be tried 
separately, and th Magistrates were inclined 
at firstto considei that the proper course. 
To this the defendmts unitedly objected, de- 
siring the Court tohear all the cases at once. 
The Magistrate at ist ylelded to the persis- 
tency of the defendants and decided in favor 
of the collective hearing. Mr. Ronan was 
evidently disappolated at this decision, and 
was reluctant to acept It.

his judgments when they were con- 
cer d.

They 
decided, after careful consultation, to bring 
before the court their objections to Mr. Shan- 
non in amore formal way. They prepared 
with much carea statement of the reasons 
why the defendants, severally and coliective- 
ly, objected to being tried before that magis- 
trate. 

This statement was made in the form of an 
affidavit, to which each of the defendants 
affixed his signature and took oath. This 
joint affidavit the defendants took into court 
with them this morning, and when a favor- 
uble moment came attempted to present it to 
the bench. The Nationalists, who were 
in the secret, were on the alert 
to see what the effect of the bombshell 
would be. The Magistrates, who had re- 
ceived no intimation of the defendants’ pur- 
pose, were taken completely by surprise. As 
soon as they understood the nature of the 
document, they peremptorily declined to re- 
ceive it. 

Instantly Mr. Ronan, counsel for the 
crown, was on his feet denouncing the action 
of the defendants. It was difficult, he de- 
clared, tofind language strong enough fit- 
tingly to characterize it. The document they 
had sought to presenttothe magistrates was 
an infamous libel on Mr. Shannon: 

Mr. Shannon himself pronounced the affi- 
davitan ‘‘attemptto make a scandal of jus- 
tice.’’ This expression was greeted by the 
defendants with roars of hilarious laughter, 
which was not easily checked despite the 
rebuke of the bench. 

When the preliminary matters were dis- 
posed of and the time had come for the tak- 
ing of testimony to begin it was found that 
two of the defendants were not in court. A 
short recess was thereupon: taken to give 
time for the absentees to be summoned. 


The Royal Guest Has Departed, 


QUEBEC, Sept. 27.—Prince George and 
Admiral Watson have sailed from Quebec, 
and except in the very limited social circles, 
few were allowed to bask in the smiles of 
royalty and to flutter about the officers of the 
fleet, their departure has caused little regret. 
Despite the servility and toadyism of certain 
local newspapers it is a fact that the Prince 
and his brother officers rendered themselves 
extremely unpopular by their discourteous 
conduct towards those with whom they came 
in contact. On one occasion the Admiral and 
his officers accepted an Invitation todine with 
Judge Irvine of the Admiralty Court,and sub- 
sequently to attend adance at Mr. Pacaud’s, 
the friend and contidential adviser of Premier 
Mercier. Judge Irvine’s dinner was ready 
and the ladies and other guests had arrived, 
but the guests from the ships came not, 
though the party waited an hour for them. 
Mr. Pacaud was similarly treated. 

The next morning the Judge and Mr. Pacaud 
received letters explaining that on account of 
the roughness of the water the expected 
guests had been unable to reach the shore, yet 
their ships were anchored only 600 yards from 
the shore and were well supplied with steam 
launcbes as well as with ordinary boats. The 
river is never rough enough here to interfere 
with pilots boarding steamships from small 
row boats.

The Earl of Aberdeen in Canada. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 27.—The Earl and 
Countess of Aberdeen arrived here yesterday, 
and on Monday they start on their journey to 
the Pacific coast. One of the main objects of 
thelr visit to Canada appears to befo study 
the public affairs of the Dominion and the 
general feeling of the people towards the 
the mother country. As ex-Viceroy of Ireland 
the Earl is giving special study to the feeling 
in Canada towards Ireland and the home 
rule movement While he la mostanxious that 
any expression of opinion might not be con- 
strued into political interference on his part 
he does not hesitate to say that he deprecates 
the arrest of Dillon and O’Brien as likely to 
irritate and intensify the bitter feeling which 
has been fostered by coercion and coersive 
measures. However, it would in the end 
help the cause of Ireland and homerule and 
create sympathizers where it found none be- 
fore. 

The Earl was anxiousto learnthe drift of 
public opinion in Canada, whether in sympa- 
thy with Ireland or opposed tothe home rule 
movement, and also as to the reception Dil- 
lon and O’Brien would be likely to receive if 
thelr contemplated visit to Canada was car- 
ried out. He thought that the feeling of hos- 
tility to remaining under the British flag 
which now turned the trade of emigration 
from Ireland towards the United States in- 
stead of Canada would be terminated if af- 
fairs at home were conciliated and a measure 
of home rule was secured for Ireland. This 
accomplished, he believed ali the prejudice 
against living under the British flat would be 
removed. 

As to what the feeling of the Canadian peo- 
ple was as regards imperial federation, he 
wasespecially anxious to study. Those a 
the headquarters of the movement in Eng- 
land bad as yet matured no definite plan of 
campaign, beyond adopting the general prin- 
ciple of an imperial federation, without ven- 
turing upon detail by which it could be made 
practicable and a settled fact. He failed to 
find any sentiment in favor of annexation so 
far in Canada and believed that the general 
feeling of the Canadian people was to main- 
tain their connection with the mother coun- 
try. Hethought that for the temporary re- 
lief of Ireland from the distress that is likely 
to follow short crops, the Government might 
undertake the construction of light railways 
and public works which would put money in 
circulation and give worktomany who are 
threatened with privations during the coming 
winter. 


Hatred of England. 


LisBON, Sept. 27.—The feeling in Portugal 
stillruns very high against the Angie-Portu- 
guese convention. The Baron San Pedro, 
who negotiated the treaty in behalt of Portu- 
gal, is compelled to confine himselt to his 


house for fear of popular violence. 
It is thought that at any other 
time the petition of the people 


of Goa for the annexation of that Portuguese 
possession in India to Great Brifain would 
have had the desired result, butin the pres- 
ent excited state of the Portuguese mind 
against England it is not likely that the 
province, though it is worthless to Portugal, 
would be allowed to fall into the hands of the 
hated English without a bitter struggle. 


Seized by a Dominion Cruiser. 


HALITA X. Nova Scotia, Sept. 27.—The 
Dominion cruiser Critic seized the Gloucester 
schooner David Crockett at Souris, Prince 
Edward Island, Thursday evening for a viola- 
tion of the fishery law. Capt. McKenzie of the 
eruiser has placed a prize crew on board. 
United States Consul Gen. Fry of this city 
when notified of the selzure, telegraphed to 
the Consul at Souris to look after the case. In 
what way the Crockett violated the law is nos 
known here at present. 


Bishop Faraud’s Death. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept. 27.—Bishop 
Faraud of Athabasca died yesterday at the 
Archiepiscopal palace at St. Boniface. He 
died from a general breaking up of the sys- 
tem, the result of forty years’ arduous work 
among the Indians ofthe far Northwest. He 
came to St. Boniface direct from France in 
1846 and was there ordained priest of the 
Oblate Order. After spending two years in 
the Red River Valley he left for the far- 
off mission fields in the Athabasca and Mo- 
Kenzie River district, and there he spent the 
remuinder of his life laboring among the 
heathen. 


French and German Socialists. 


BERLIN, Sept. 27.—The German Social Dem- 
ocrats have replied tothe manifestoes issued 
by the French Labor party congratulating 
them upon the convening of their congress at 
Halle by congratulating their French brethren 
upon the assembling of the congress at Lille. 
The reply says ‘‘The German Labor party re- 
joice that their comrades in all countries hold 
aloft the sacred flag of the international 
brotherhood of humanity and yearn for the 
peace of nations. 


Diaz Not Shot At. 


Ex Paso, Tex., Sept. 27.—The story started 
yesterday to theeffect that President Diaz 
had been shot at inthe City of Mexieo has 
been proven untrue. There was no celebra- 
tion on the Ilth as reported, but on the l4th 
the President celebrated his birthday and all 
passed off withoutany unpleasant interrup- 
tion. The report has been @enied by the 
Mexican authorities. 


To Explere the River Juba. 


Loxpon, Sept. 27.—An Italian transport 
ship, accompanied by a torpedo ram and gun 
boats with 200 men, will leave Italy shortly 
for East Africa to explore the Juba River, 
which runs through Abyssinian territory 
claimed by Italy. Theriveris believed to be 
an important and navigable one, but very 
little is known of its remoter course. 


Attacked the Burgemaster, 


BuDA PE8sTH, Sept.27.—A number of officers, 
annoyed at the Burgomaster for ordering a 
band ina cafe at Eriau to play the ‘‘Rokoczy 
March,’’ attacked the Burgomaster with 
swords and dangerously wounded him. The 
town is greatly excited and a special meeting 
of the Council has been heid to discuss the 
matter. 


Four Hundred Soldiers Drowned. 


VIENNA, Sept. 27.—Several Polish journals 
assert that during the mancouvers of the 
Russian troops at Rovno, the bridge over the 
River Wieprez, at Krasonosiow, collapsed and 
the Pultowa Regiment was thrown into the 
water. Four hundred soldiers were drowned, 
including Gen. Bardowsky. 2 
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Mr. Nauquet re used to attend the meeting 
and has decided to retain his seat.

MEDICAL TESTIMONY SUBMITTED ON BE- 
HALF OF THE D&FENSFE. 


The Prisoner Maintains His Cool Demeanor 
—His Young Wife’s Sorrow-—She Wins 
Friends Among All Classes in Woodstock 
— Where the Funds Come From to Con- 
duct the Defense—Inacidents of the Trial. 


WoopsTock, Ontario, Sept. 27.—In the 
Birchall trial the case for the defense was 
continued this morning. By 9:30 o'cloek all 
the seats were filied in the body ofthe court- 
house. The gallery was filled with ladies, as 
were the seate on the platform, and a crowd 
of ticket holders were struggling with the 
constables for places on the steps outside. 
The prisoner was as unconstrained as ever as 
he walked up tothe court and chatted with 
the lawyers and reporters. He examined 
with some interest photographs handed him 
by the reporters, which were taken by a 
Woodstock photographer from the gallery, 
showing scenes in court on the first day’s 
session. One of them showed the prisoner 
Standing at the moment he pleaded ‘‘not 
guilty.’’ 

Dr. Mearns sald he had heard the medical 
testimony given by the three doctors for the 
crown. He did not agree with Dr. Wetford in 
the statement that rigor mortis would set in 
SO 800n as stated. It would take generally, 
he believed, from five tosix hours In a healthy 
young man during cold weather, the ther- 
mometer not higher than 22 degs., who had 
not suffered exceptional fatigue. He thought 
rigor mortis would not setin sooner than 
from eight to ten hours. As to the testimony 
concerning bruises described of bluish green 
appearance, he thought that a body falling 
after a pistol shot could not produce them. 
Such bruises must have been received from 


two to three days before death. He was 
positive of this. ehad practiced medicine 
in Petrolia, where he had considerable experi- 
6nce among men Druised by machinery. 

‘*Supposing there is a bruise not involving 
the true skin, does that make any difference?’’ 
asked Mr. Osler. 

„It it is a bruise that does not make any 
difference.’’ 

„It there is no thickening of the tissues it 
would bean indication thatthe wounds had 
been received about the time of death?’’ 

„Not necessarily. As to wounds after 
death some say that signs are manifest, but 
others deny this. The color is seen mainly at 
the margin of the wound, but that is not the 
only test. 

Mr. Osler quoted Taylor, a high medical au- 
thority, that if the marks were blue or livid 
without marginal colors, it was probably 
struck just before death, and Dr. Mearns 
agreed to that upto eighteen hours before 
death, but that only. 

Mr. Osler said that the blood escaping from 
an internal wound inflicted just before death, 
shows itself after death. The doctor ugreed 
that there was a class of bruises which it was 
exceedingly difficult to distinguish as to 
whether the wound was inflicted before or 
after death. 

Mr. Osler asked witness several times if it 
was not by the marginal color of a bruise that 
he judged its ave, but Dr. Mearns insisted 
that the color generally must be considered. 
If the color of the wound was uniform, it was 
not necessarily indicative of a wound pro- 
Guced after death. It was no indication of 
size of surface with which the body is struck 
or upon which it has fallen to note the size of 
the bruise. Blood exuding from vélns rup- 
tured weuld cover comparatively large sur- 
face, but the bruise would be black. 

Mr. Osler: Lou don’t get arterial blood in 
a post mortem wound?!“ 

fitness: It would be if the wound was im- 
mediately after death. 

The cross-examination was continued in 
this strain for a lowg time, Osler reading from 
treatises on medical jurisprudence as tothe 
exact tests to decide ante mortem or post 
mortem character of certain classes of 
wounds, and the age of the wounds indicated 
by the appearance of the bruises. 

Q.: What would be the tinge when putre- 
faction had set in?’’ 

A. **Greenish.’’ 

Q.: And the point at which putraefaction 
would set in would beat the point of the 


bruise.’’ 
A.: Not necessarily. 
.: Probably?“ 
A.: No. IVon't admit even that. 


.: There may be a bruise,appearing ona 
dead body which cannot be decided as to the 
time when it was inflicted, two or three hours 
before death or immediately after?’’ 

A.: Quite 0. 

Q.: And you would de able to judge ofa 
wound by seeing it yourself?“ 

A.: Ot course. 


The Prisoner’s Wife. 


WoopsTock, Ontario, Sept. 27.—One of the 
most interesting figures in the great trial is 
Mrs. Birchall, the prisoner’s wife. She has 
won many friends in Woodstock, and those 
who regard Birchall as the most coid-blooded 


scoundrel that has been on the horizon of 
public notoriety inalong time sympathize 
tenderly with his wife. A refined and culti- 
vated Englishwoman, handsome, accom- 
plished and dashing, she is regarded as hav- 
ing wrecked her happiness and thrown away 
her life for a worthless wretch. 
Should he be condemned to die upon the 
ecaffoid it is thought that she will not 
survive him long, and in any event she 
will never again recover ber beauty and high 
spirit. Few people who knew Mrs. Birchall 
when first shecame to Woodstock, or who 
saw her at Niagara Falls before the dreadful 
revelation of the gloomy Tamarack swamp, 
would now recognize her inthe gaunt, pale 
and shrunken figure which atrare intervals 
is seen upon the streets. In seven months 
she hus changed from a young and eomely 
irl, 7 cheerful and attractive, with the 
bloom of English health upon her cheeks, to 
asad and prematurely withered woman with 
sunken eyes and pallid face. Mrs. Birchall) is 
living here atthe Commercial Hotel on Gra- 
ham street, and aside from her husband, the 
only person with whom she bas any inter- 
course, is her sister, Mre. West-Jones. The 
latter came out from England in March with 


her father, David Stephenson, who is 
District Traffic Manager of the 
London & Northwestern and

a man of some means. He arrived at Wiesara 
Falls on March 24 and after spending about 
ten days there and making one visit to bis 
son-in-law in Woodstock Jail, he returned 
leaving Mrs. West Jones with her sister. The 
two removed to Woodstock in April, and have 
been here ever since at the Commercial Hotel. 

During the summer they, avoided ail societ 
and kept to themselves and bave never left 
the town except Upon one occasion when they 
wont out to the Tamarack Swamp to see the 
lace where Benwell met his death. For this 
ip they selected a dull, rainy morning when 
few people were about and they drove out of 
Woodstock by the back lanes to avoid obser- 

vations.

THE JOHNSTOWN FLOOD, 


The Names of the Keneficiaries ef the 
Fund te Be Published. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 27.—There is just now 
alively row between the Johnstown Relief 
Commission andthe local Board of Inquiry 
which was formed just after the great flood of 
May 31, 1889. The local board’s duties were to 


accumulate euch data as would be useful in 
distributing the funds so generously donated 
by the whole country. Itacted inconjunction 
with 6 Flood Relief Commission and fur- 
nished that commission with much useful and 
necessary information. In the course of the 
board’s work it obtained many facts of a per- 
sonal nature. Not regarding the needs of the 


unfortunate victims of the disaster 
and the course taken to relieve 
them, it was rumored last week, 


bowever, that members of the Board of In- 
quiry were engaged in the preparation of the 
list of the awards and payments made by the 
commission which they intend to publish as 
a private speculation. This brought fortn a 
letter of protest from Robert C. Ogden, Chair - 
man of the Committee on Classification and 
Distribution of the Relief Commission of the 
Board of Inguiry at Johnstown. Mr. Ogden 
was asked last evening if he had anything to 
say concerning the report thatthe names of 
the beneficiaries in the Connemaugh Valley 
were to be published. He said that he was 
ashamed that he understood such to be the 
case. 

‘*But will the commission be responsible for 
the publication?’’ was asked. 

Not at all, said Mr. Ogden. The pub- 
lication if made, will be in spite of the com- 
mission. The accounts have been officially 
audited and any . person can get in- 
formation to which he may be entitled, but a 
public parads of pérsonal charity was repug- 
nant to the commission and the decision was 
made that it should not be made.’’ 

‘*Who then is responsible for this proposed 
action?’’ 

»The Board of Inquiry in Johnstown are, 
aside from the commission, alone in posses- 
sion of the facts inthe matter. Immediately 
after the flood the citizens of Johns- 
town appointed various committees or 
boards for the cases of special 
interests growing out of@®the disaster. 
The principal of these was a Board of Fi- 
nance, which receivgd and disbursed such 
funds as were sent directly to the official local 
organization in Johnstown. Another was the 
Board of Inquiry, to which was assigned the 
duty of tabulating the statements of loss by 
the various sufferers. The Flood Relief Com- 
mission advised freely with the Board of 
Finance, aad avalled itself of the preliminary 
work of the Board of Inquiry.’’ 

„How did it come to yeur knowledge that 
such a publication was proposed?’’ 

„Rumors were rife last week that the Board 
of Inquiry was engaged in the preparation of 
a list of the awards and 2 made by 
the commission, to be published as a private 
venture. Tne statement taxed the credulity 
of certain members of the commission, and an 
investigation in Johnstown last week made it 
morally certain that the rumors were cor- 
rect.’ 

„Has any reply been received by you to 
your letter of protest?“ 

Not from the Board of Inquiry, but I know 
that the Board of Finance has considered it 
officially, for a prominent gentieman in Johns- 
town writes me as follows: ‘I saw Messrs. 
Brown and Hanan, and I learn that the publi- 
cation is really made, as advance oopies are 
in circulation and I sawone. It will be use- 
less to try to suppress it now, as it would ap- 
pear in some other form. We regret it ex- 
ceedingly. We offered to pay all expenses 
incurred if it could be stopped. Well informed 
people in Johnstown believe that the actual 
motive is speculation, out of which about 
$25,000 is expected to be realized for the per- 
sonal benefit of the three persons concerned. 
It is said that one order tor 2,000 copies has 
been placed.

MR. CAHILL’S COMMUNICATION. 


CONSULADO DE LOS ESTADAS

Sr. Louis, Mo., E. U. A, Sept. 21, 1890. 


Referring tothe copy and the letter 1 re- 
ceived from your office this day and signed 
by Senator Owen Miller, to whichis attached 
an extract from a St. Louis publication of the 
2lst inst., relating tothe coming to St. Louis 
of a Mexican army daud, I have 
honor of stating that as far 
as the affirmation of Mr. Miller is 
concerned, to-wit: That ‘‘Mr. Cahill, the 
Mexican Consul, acknowledged that the band 
was contracted for and wus to be paid, there 
is no .foundation whatever in fact for such 
statement. I beg to assure you that there bas 
absolutely Deen no contract made, spoken of, 
or referred toby me, and none made by or 
between the Fair Association and the band 
in question. At the solicitation of the 
President of the Fair Association I requested 
of the Mexican Government through its 
Department of State the favor ot permitting 
the band to come to St. Louis during the week 
in which the Fair is held, assuring that it 
would bea compliment which the citizens of 
St. Louls would bighly appreciate. 

Hon. Ignacio Mariscal, Secretary of State of 
Mexico, replied to this request on the 19th 
inst., stating that the band would de 
permitted to come. The assumption by those 
who endeavor to make it appear that a Mex- 
ican Government band, a military organiza- 
tion of ‘its regular army, could be hired out to 
earn afew dollars in a local exhibition, is 
evidence that such persons know very little of 
the nature of national honor and dignity, and 
less of international courtesy and inter- 
American reciprocity. 

The Mexican Band is not, and will not be 
contracted for, and I beg to assure you that 
all allegations to the effect that any such con- 
tract has been made are absolutely without 
foundation in truth.

IN BEHALF OF SCIENCE. » 


Autopsy Upen the Body ef Dr. De Wolfe, 
Who Died of Starvation. 


NRW YorK, Sept. 27.—Dr. W. 8. Watson, as- 
sisted by Mrs. E. Osgood Mason and Jobn 8. 
Warren, spent three hours yesterday in the 
most careful autopsy upon the body of Dr. 
Stephen De Wolfe, who died Thursday of en- 
forced starvation at his home in Thirty-fourth 
street. Dr. De Wolfe itor months had carefully 
watched and studied the progress of the dis- 
ease which he knew would soon bring him to 
the grave, and in his last hours he dedicated 


his bedy to the interests of science. 
Dr. Watson had attended him 
during his iliness and the two had 


discussed the case with reat interest. 
The autopsy showed endocarditis or thicken- 
ing of the lining membranes of the cavities of 
the heart ot a chronic character. Suaperven- 
ing upon an acute attack, which occurred last 
April, the wall ofthe left ventricle was much 
thickened and contained a large portion of 
fibrinous deposit. The thickening of the left 
ventricie took place at the expense of the cav- 
ity, contracting its dimensions and rendering 
the heart’s action labored and eh gate The 
thickness of the wall of the ventricle was more 
than four times the normal. WhatI consider 
almost phenomenal, said Dr. Watson, ‘‘is 
that while we found the beart in the 
condition described, the other organs of 
the thoracic and abdominal cavities were 
is a perfectiy normal condition. This is op- 
posed to the usual law of medical science and 
experience for under ordinary rules we 
should have expected to find some form of 
dropsy as the result of the beart's condition. 
The marasmus or wasting away was much 
more marked than ie usual and had reduced 


the patient from 170 pounds in April to about 


90 pounds. He had lost all excess of muscular 
and adipose tissue and the body was littie 
more than skin and bone. There being no 
question as to the clearness of the deceased’s 
mind we made no examination of the brain. 


The case ie a rare one. There may be others 


like it on record, but ifso, they are very sel-

The affliction of bossism rests heavily 
upon both parties in this city, but the 
blame of such a situation does not rest 
wholly on the bosses themselves.

Itisonly by the aroused action of the 
average people who have no axes to grind 
that American politics can be cured of the 
plague of bossism.

„Look on This Picture and Then on That.“ 


The Exposition being local, all ite features 
should be characteristic of this section and of 
St. Louis, which, like ali other American 
cities, has its own individuality. 

For instance, let next year’s Exposition 
show, as far as possible, the growth and prog- 
ress of the city since it was a mere trading 
post in the territory of Louisiana. It can be 


Illustrated in this way: 1. Have a realistic 
representation of the river front, for several 
miles north and south, as it existed in its 
natural state. This must be painted by a 
good scene painter on a large piece of canvas, 
which must be arranged as a rolling pano- 
rama. In the river have two canoes, one con- 
taining Indians, tke other French . traders. 
The rolling of the canvas will give the effect 
of motion tothe boats. When the canvas is 
all unrolled one way, it must de rolled back 
the other way and the boats reversed to keep 
up the constant illusion of motion. Let the 
scene be as wild as the artist's imagination 
can make it. Tue effect of moonlight shining 
through the dense foliage and on the glancing 
waters will make this a grand picture and the 
figures should be life size. 

As a companion piece to this and on the 
opposite side, say one is on the Fourteenth 
street side of the Main Hall and the other on 
the Thirteenth street side. Have a picture of 
the river front as it is to-day, with a Missis- 
sipp!i River steamer ploughing the waters, the 
background to be arranged as a rolling pano- 
rama, as described before. 

These two exhibita could be gotten up by a 
dry goods and clothing firm. The river in 
the first picture could be n by some 
fine greenish cloth or silk with constantly 
undulating waves; the canoes of chamois- 
skin or cloth; the Indians apd traders in ap- 
propriate costumes. Onthe other side the 
river could be of biue silk, the foam of tulle, 
the steamer of white materiai, with wheel- 
house of strips of brigut- colored silks con- 
verging to a center; the ornamental wood 
parts of lace, the smoke-staces ot black silk, 
and astrip of biack ribbon on the Texas giv- 
ing the firm’s name in gilt letters. 

Take scenes from the history of St. 
Louls to illustrate its progress and growth. 
This would require research on the part of 
the officers of the association. The annals of 
the city furnish abundant suggestions; for in- 
stance, take the first newspaper, the Missouri 
Gazette, reproduce the press upon which it 
was printed—which was doubtiess like the 
old handpress of Franklin—a model of which 
is inthe National Museum at Washington; 
let the Gazette be printed side by side with 
your own enterprising journal, showing in 
this way the evolution of the vorintinpg press. 
Copies ofthe Gazette may be given away as 
souvenirs or sold at a small sum, as the man- 
agers think best. 3. Take notable events in 
the history of the city. Lafayette with his 
son, named for George Washington, and a 
party of Frenchmen were here in 18% anda 
dinner was given in thelr honor at 
the Mansion House. Have this represented in 
composition figures (not in wax) with the 
pera dress of the period and historical 

delity preserved as far as the surround ings 
are concerned. Ifitis possible te represent 
this scene with real folks, have a minuet 
danced by some of the prettiest women of the 
city, representing some of the famed beauties 
of the eld French families.

Complaints of Importers. 


General Appraiser C. D. Hamm bas paid St.

Appraiser Hamm is a member of the Board of 
General Appraisers created under the law ap- 


proved June 10, which went into effect on Aug. J. 
Before this law went into effect importers 
who objected tothe appraisement of their 
prods at the portof entry appeaied to the 
ecretary of the Treasury, and he was over- 
wheimed with these appeals. The law created 
a board to consist of nine members, all of 
whom are required to be experienced apprai- 
sers, and not more than five of them may be 
ofone political party. Three of this board 
are required to sitconstantiy in New York, 
and the remaining six are subject to assign- 
ment at the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Mr. Haum is assigned to this and 
neighboring ports, When there are differ- 
ences between importers and the Collector 
In regard to appraisements he is sent for. 
His judgment is final unless notice of 
appeal is filed withthe collector within two 
days. Appeal lies then to the General Board, 
and its judgment is subject to review on an 
appealto the Circuit Courts. The commis- 
sione:s are préd $= $7,008 per annum, and are all 
men of long experience in the custom serv ice. 
Mr. Hamm was for many years in the Chicago 
Custom-house.

Pa., Sept. N. — There is Son- 
of opinion as to the dis- 
position that shquld be made of the Benjamin 
Franklin fund. Franklin died April , 
1790, and left by will £1,000 to be deposited 
with the Board @ City Trusts of Philadelphia 
for 100 years, dufag which time the money 
was to be loan young married artificers 
who were servimg a Seven-years’ apprentice- 
ship at a mo@rate rate of interest. Dr. 
Franklin caicubted that the £1,000 would 
amount in 100 yes to £131,000 and bis will 
directe that £100)00 be spent in public im- 
provements in Iniladelphia, the remaining 
£31,000 to be dep for another 100 years 
and then be disp@ed of inthe same manner. 
For the first fewyears after Dr. Franklin’s 
death the money vas loaned as directed by 
the will. In man eases the security was not 
sufficient and the money was lost. Since the 
apprentice system bas been abolished there 
was no demand tor the money, and it was 
loaned to reliableoarties at 6 ver cent inter- 
est. In 1869 therawas but $37,900 of the fund, 
which has now acumulated to $100,000. Two 
suggestions in thewillareto briug water to 
the city from the Wissabickon Creek and to 
improve the raWgation of the Schuylkill 
River. The solicHor fortbe Board of Trusts 
has given his opidon that although tue sum 
does not reach thé amount expected, yet it 
should be divid@ in the same proportion 
as provided for inthe will which would give 
abont $76,000 to bespent and leave $24,000 to 
accumulate for ibe next 100 years. The 
board had decideé¢ that it would be useless to 
attempt to introdwe a hew water system with 
the sum available, and that the navigation of 
the Schuylkill is not practicable.

He ‘believed in jarly marriages and is was 
with this thoughtin mind that he left the fund 
to be used by yonng married artificers, and 
now that we cant apply the money exactly 
as the will directs, we should do the next best 
thing and help to educate the giris who are 
goon to become tie wives of our great mena. 
Itisacrying evilithat we have to turn away 
for want of accommodation young ladies who 
are seekinga higher education. I think it 
would be a gracefw thing to hand the money, 
whicn now must de speat in some way, to the 
Board of Kducatioa, and it would be in per- 
fect harmony with Franklin’s life and his 
opinions.’’ 

The question will be decided at the next 
monthly meeting f the Board of City Trusts, 
and many who are interested in the cause of 
education are anxbusly awaiting the result.

THEY SOLD TOO LOW. 


HOW TWO SUCCESSFUL SWINDLEBS RAN 
THEMSELVES TO EARTH. 


The East St. Louis'Police Capture a Couple 
of Men Who Mave Been Victimizing IIII. 
neis Grocers—Want to Improve the East 
St. Louis Park—Findings of the Belle- 
ville Grand-Jury. 


City Marshal Jeff McWilliams of Olney, III., 
arrived in East St.Louis on an early train this 
morning and started back before noon with 
a prisoner who isto be prosecuted in Olney 
for playing a-very slick» swinding game. The 
prisoner was arrested in East st. Louis by 
Sergt. Langley and Detective Kinney. He 
said hisname was Harry Howard and that he 
was acommercial traveler. The officers took 
him from an O0. & M. train and locked 
him up on the strength of a telegram from the 
Olney Marshal, in which they were directed to 
arrestand hola a light complected man, 30 
years ofage, with light mustache, and wear- 
ing a white vest and light-colored stiff 
hat. When Marshal McWilliams arrived 
and looked at the prisoner he informed 
them at once that they had the right man. He 
told the East St. Louis officers the story of the 
swindle Howard is charged with perpetrating 
with the assistance of a confederate. The 
story is this: Howard’s partner was a man 
named John G. Turner, who is also under 
arrest, he having been captured before 


he could leave Olney. Last Wednesday 
Turner, who had been employed as a traveling 
salesman by J. G. Newman & Co., wholesale 
grocers of Evansville, Ind., started out on 
the road to solicit orders. Turner took 
Howard with him and they together 
concocted a scheme by which they were 
to procure meney from the customers of New- 
man & Co. Turner took orders asthe firm’s 
salesman and Howard representing himseif 
to be Harry Newnan and claiming to bea son 
of J. G. Newman, the head of the house, col- 
lected for the goods sold. In this way they 
secured about $90, collecting money 
from merchants of Vincennes, Ind., and Ol- 
ney, lil. They made the mistake of being 
over-anxious to sell goodsand thus over- 
reached themselves .and were detected. 
They offered goods at such low prices 
that the suspicions of an Olney mer- 
chant were aroused and he wired 
Newman & Co. without informing Howard or 
Turner. He received a reply to the effect that 
they were not authorized to collect money, 
and he thereupon caused the arrest of Turner. 
Howard had in the meantime departed for 
East St. Louis. City Marshal McWilliams says 
the charges against the mer can be substan- 
tiated and that they will be prosecuted in 


ney.

THE 1K FURNITURE TRADE. 


A Big Boom and Necessity for More Han- 
ufactories. 


Speaking ofthe boom in the furniture man- 
ufacturing line in this city Mr. C. G. Osgood, 
the editor of the St. Louls Furniture News, 
said to-day: „What we need now 
is an increased manufacturing ca- 
pacity. The demand for more furniture 


factories in this city is imperative. The great 
Southwest is filling up rapidly with an enter- 
prising people who want furniture and who 
want St. Louis made furniture. The rap- 
idly widening territory in which St. 
Louis is doing business is also 
another seurce of increased demand. If this 
city had possessed the manufacturing capacity 
to have produced 50 per cent more furniture 
during the past year than she has, the de- 
mand would hardly have been satisfied, 
Dealers have purchased furniture elsewhere 
who wanted St. Louis goods and who still 
want them and will confine their trade en- 
tirely to this city as soon as their demand can 
be supplied. One enterprising company have 
already about decided to increase theirc 
ital and to erect a factory commensurate with 
the city and the demands of 
trade. It will be the largest furniture 
factory in the Southwest and will probably be 
in active operation in time for the spring 
trade of 1891. St. Louis now but needs the 
productive capacity to piace her In the lead as 
the greatest furniture manufacturing city in 
the world.’

WILL WIPE OUT THE INDIANS. 


Settlers ia Northern Idaho Organizing 
Against the Nez Perces. 


CnicaGo, III., Sept. 27.—A dispatch from 
Denver. Colo. says: Sensational reports have 
been received here from Moulton, Idaho, to 
the effect that settlers within a radius of fifty 
miles had organized for the purpose of wiping 
out of existence the Nez Perces Indians, who 


Jor months past have amused themselves by 
burning towns, scalping the innecent, and 
Outrag ing defenseless women. 

Several days ago over two hundred were 
camped near Mullen. The band was composed 
of those who took part in the Nez Perce mas- 
pacre of 1877, and were ‘camped near the 
scene of the first outrage ot that year. They 
had 400 ponies, many squawe and pappooses 
and several painted warriors. They claim 
that the whites have no right to that country, 
and they requested them to leave. as this was 
their camping-xround before they were re- 
moved to the reservation at La Pivai, not iar 
from Lewiston. 

The settiers in Camas Prairie, in North 
Idaho, where in 1887 the great depredations 
were committed, tearing that another up- 
rising might occur, haye now organized, and 
the first unfavorable report that reaches them 
will put anend to any further depredations 
on the part of the Indians. 


Depradatious in New Mexico.

THE LIGHT-WEIGHTS. 


JACK M’AULIFFF WILL FIGHT EITHER CAR- 
ROLL OR MEYER. 


Slavin’s Easy Victery Over Joe McAuliffe— 
The American No Fighter—St. Louis Ad- 
ministers Two Mere Defeats to the Peor 
Old Athletics — Racing at Gravesend— 
Sporting News of All Kinds, 


HE oft-repeated 
rumor that Jack Me- 
Auliffe, the Ilight- 
weight champien, was 
married a few days 
ago, had another 
inning yesterday, and, 
while it hit a trifie 
nearer the mark than 
the previous one, it 
didn’t count a bull’s- 
eye says the New York 
Sun. Onthis trip the 
lady named was Miss 
Kate Hart of the Don- 
nelly & Girard ‘‘Nat- 
vral Gas“ combina- 
tion. Jack’s recent 
trip to Boston prob- 
ably gave new strengthtothe gossip, but 
when a Sun reporter saw him in his cafe on 
Twenty-sixth street near Broadway, last 
night, and mentioned the recurrence of the 
report, handsome Jack said, without any 
special show of displeasure: ‘‘They have it a 
little ahead of time, that’s all. How much 
ahead? Well, now, isn’t it fair for me to cop- 
sider that my business only?’’ 

McAuliffe’s position in that matter seemed 
reasonable, so the subject was changed to 
his fighting intentions.

I don't see any particular honor in 
defeating either of them, as Ihave once beat 
Carroll, and you know the way Meyer, who 
has since been whipped by Bowen, fought (?) 


me. I simply want to make arrangements 
for a battle in which there is the most 
money. 


McAulifie Knocked Out. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—The following partic- 
lars of the prize fight in London this morning 
are gleaned from various sources: 

In the first round the men advanced to the 


center of the ring, directly time was called. 
After brief preliminary sparring, during 
which no damage wus done, Slavin lunged 
out with this right rather low when MeaAuliffe 
returned with his left, but missed the blow. 
He quickly recovered and planted his left 
effectively, following the stroke with his 
right. An exchange of blows followed, Mc- 
Auliffe having decidedly the best of it. When 
they broke away Slavin caught a heavy blow 
from McAuliffe’s right on the chest. This 
roused him and he promptly re- 
taliated, the ending with 
McAuliffe ground. 
When McAuliffe fell it was in Slavin’s cor- 
ner, and the crowd cheered loudly. On rising 
the men got together and McAuliffe landed a 
te1rific blow on Slavin's face, and followed 
with several lunges in the same direction. 
McAuliffe landed two more tremendous right- 
handers on Slavin’s face, and when time was 
called the latter had the adyantage in every 
way. 

Round 2. McAuliffe opened with his right 
on Slavin’s face and then quickly got away to 
avoid an ugly rush Slavin made for him, and 
the latter chased him all around the ring. 
Thus early in the encounter McAuliffe began 
to show signs of a collapse and cuta sorry 
figure. When they got to colse 
quarters again Slavin gave aterriffiic amount 
of punishment with his right hand. McAuliffe 
tried to avoid the blows by closing in, but 
still he had a loag way the worst of the deal 
when they broke away. After hesitating an 
instant Slavin saw that his opponent was dis- 
tressed for wind, and he jumped in prepared 
to give him the coup de grace, and witha 
powerful biowon the head he knocked Me- 
Auliffeto the ground. McAuliffe rose, only 
to receive further punishment. He was a 
beaten man and was unable to keep out 
of reach of Slavin’s biows, which rained fast 
and hard and were remarkably 
well-timed. The beaten man now 
hadall the fight knocked out of him and 
was afraid te face his punishment. He went 
down again us softly as possible. ‘The sec- 
onds, seeing it was useless to prolong the 
battle, threw up the spong and Slavin was de- 
clared the winner amid a tremendous amount 
of cheering. The result staggered McAuiliffe’s 
friends, for they were confident he would win. 
Slavin’s partisans were eqgaally coniident, 
though they never expected that he would win 
such « brilliant triumph as the besting of his 
opponent in soshortatime. The Sun’s cable 


rere reserved for those two distinguished 
istocrats Lord Marcus Beresford and Lord 
Among others present were 
Chippy Norton, an eminent bookmaker; 
Jinks, the Baccarat King; John L. Shine, 
Eugene Stratton and twoor three others from 
the West End. Tue rest of the audience was 
composed of bookmakers, yambiers and 
sports.

The referees were G. W. Vizee 
and Jack Angle, both well-known sporting 
menin England. The timekeeper was Joseph 
Montague. 

Thore was no real betting odds. Those 
offered on Slavin were 22 to 20 and 55 to 50. 
The Baccarat King, John L. Shine, tried fo 
bet 200 against 300 that no one could name the 
winner. Many even bets of £100 were offered 
on Slavin before the men came into the ring.

McAuliffe Ne Fighter. 


Joe McAuliffe’s easy defeat by Frank Slavin, 
the Australian, confirms very strongly what 
the PosT- DISPATCH stated long ago- that the 
Californian is by no means a first-class fighter, 


While Slavin had not been as fully tried as 
might be desired to form a correct estimate of 
him, the easy manner in which he bested Jem 
Smith, Engiand’s third-rate champion, 
indicated that he was at least 
1 better man than the American, 
who is at bestathird-rate man. Peter Jack- 
son whipped McAuliffe almost as easily as he 
could have whipped achild. The Californian 
was never inthe fight. While a mere victory 
by Slavin over McAuliffe would not proclaim 
him a great fighter, the quick and easy man- 
nerin whicb it was accomplished does tndicate 
that the Australian isa pugilist of no mean 
ability. Heis evidently a first-class man and 
one fit to be pitted against Peter Jackson. 
The victor in a fight between 
them would be the man to be 
matohed against Sullivan for the world’s 
championship. Until he fought Slavin Me- 
Auliffe hever met a goodman except Peter 
Jackson. Pat Killen, Patsy Cardiff, Mike 
Conley, Frank Glover and others whom he 
whipped are heavy weights, it is true, but 
that is all. They are not fighters. McAuliffe 
stands 6 feet inches tall and weighs about 
230 pounds and when men are that large, they 
are too big and clumsy to make pugliltsts. 
Exceptions to this rule are very rare. That 
Slavin would whip the American was almost a 
moral certainty, but that he should do it in so 
quick and easy a Manner was something of a 
eurprise.

a badly lacerated limb. The mother did not 
call a physician until three dave atter the ac- 
cident, by which time the boy’s limb was 
swollen terribiy and still bleeding. Now the 
attending physicians say the child cannot live 
through the week. They speak ofthe poor 
little patient as a bdbleeder.“ In some fami- 
lies there is an imberited tendency to bleed 
profusely at the slightest scratch, while a 
more serious wound is almost invariably fatal 
from loss of blood. The life fluld does not 
necessarily gush from the wound until death 
ensues. Every little artery, vein and capillary 
keeps weeping the tiniest drops ef blood until 
the system is drained to its utmost source, the 
heart, and the body is lifeless.

THE SOUTHWESTERN ASSOCIATION MAY 
SERIOUSLY AFFECT ST. LOUIS TRADE, 


Meeting This Morning in the Turner Suild- 
img—The Asseciation’s Object Theught 
by Semeto Be Transportation ef Seuth- 
ern Preducts Direct to the Seabeard— Mr. 
Walde to Be Chairman of the New Or- 
ganization. 


The Southwestern Railway and Steamship 
Association had a meeting this morning in the 
rooms of the Southern Interstate Association 
and talked over the routine matters pertain- 
ing to the formation and management. Mr. 
Waldo will not arrive from Kansas City until 
next week and the chairmanship will not be 
settled until he reaches the city. The matters 
under discussion this morning were merely 
routine in fheir charaeter and no definite 
action was taken uponanything of impor- 
tance. The work of the meeting is simply to 
select a chairman and perfectthe machinery 
of the association. The plan upon which the 
various roads enter it was determined upon 
some time ago, and it has been accepted byall 
the roads. 

OF INTEREST TO ST. LOUIS. 

The formation of this association may bea 
matter of serious moment to St. Louis. Itis 
well known that those wily diplomats, the 
railroad managers, move in mysterious ways 
to accomplish their ends, and that generally 
what they want to do has been done before 
even the business community is aware of it. 
A meeting of the nature of this one, there- 
fore, is of considerable importance, for the 
merchants may find out some months from 
now, when the plans of the association begin 
to leak out, that their interest has been mate- 
rially affected by the transition of the 
Southern Interstate Association into the 


Southwestern Railroad & Steamship Associa- 
tion. Thatsome very vigorous changes are 
to be made is beyond doubt, and there isa 
ossibility that St. Louis may suffer by them. 
Galv esten and New Orleans are even now 
complaining of the present tariffs, because 
the business methods ot St. Louis give it an 
advantage over those two cities, and they 
want the railroads to adjust rates so as to 
equalize the advantage St. Louis business 
measures give her. The railroads may not be 
inclined to do that, Dut they certainly are dis- 
sutisfied with the present rates, 
They say they have had an enor- 
mous traffic; they have hauled more 
freight than ever before and yet they have 
made less out of it. Cut rates and competition 
have eaten up a large per cent of the profits 
and the managers don’t propose to sacrifice a 
good business to useless wars. The object of 
the association, as it is explained by the rail- 
road men,is to maintain the rates at a profita- 
bie point. The rates will of course be 
changed, but it is difficult to get from them an 
explanation of how they will maintain rates. 
There are only two ways of doing it, however. 
One isto divert traflic and the other is to 
divide money profits. Unless one or the 
ether course is pursued, the roads 
which do not get business willcut the rates, 
This association will probably adopt the for. 
mer method. The report that the association 
is a Gould measure is not generally accepted, 
although Gould has a railroad from Kansas to 
Memphis and another from Carthage, Mo., 
to Memphis and he is building a line from 
Memphis to New Orleans. It does not seem 
improbable that he will put on a line of 
steamers from New Orleans to New York. 
WHAT THE SCHEME MEANS. 

One thing is certain, that he will direct a 
gece deal of southeastern trade from both St, 

ouis and Chicago, and the whole scheme of 
the Southwestern Railroad and Steamship 
Association is thought by some to be to take 
Southwestern products to the Atlantic sea- 
board via New Orleans and to supply the 
Southeast with Western products direct 
without the assistance of the St. Louis and 
Chicago middlemen. If this is the pian it will 
be a costly one for St. Louis, which has been 
the market for its Southwestern products, It 
is notcertain whether in this new scheme the 
association undertakés to satisfy Galveston 
and New Orleans at the expense of St. Louis. 
If the plan suggested above is carried out 
New Orleans will have nothing to complain 
of. Much of the business which 
St. Louls now gets because of her. business 
methods will go to New Orleans and St. Louis 
will be the loser. The association includes 
all the South western roads of any importance 
and it will practically contro! all tue business 
ofthe Southwest; so ifit proposes to make 
the course of the trade tothe seaboard via 
New Orleans and straight across the conti- 
dent, St. Louis wiilbe left to one side and 
the only business she will get will be the share 
the St. Louis railroads will receive, and that 
may come to the roads wher in the shape of a 
money payment instead of freight which 
would bring business to the city. 

Mr. Goddard has declined to accept the 
chairmanship if it is offered to him because 
he says the headquarters ofthe association 
will be in St. Louis, and he does not wish to 
leave Chicago.
